Bruce Mincy, 22-year-old 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Henry 
Mincy, was killed instantly Sat- 
urday afternoon by an explo- 
sion, He was using an elec- 
tric saw to cut a metal drum 
in half when a spark ignited 
solvent fumes inthe drum caus- 
ing an explosion that ripped 
the top out of the drum. The 
top partially decapitated Mincy 
and landed thirty or forty feet 
from the scene. 

Edward (PJ) Young told 
Coroner Marvin Mcllwain, 
Sheriff Neil Grantham and 
The Elba Clipper that he and 
his cousin had already cut one 
drum in half and he (Young) 
carried one half to a nearby 
hog pen. The sections were 
to be used as watering 
troughs, Young said he heard 
an explosion just as he got to 


_ the hog pen, and upon rushing 


back to the front of the house, 
found Mincy lying on the gre 
ound, apparently dead. 

Miney, an ex-GI and a stu- 
dent at John M. Patterson 
Technical School in Mont- 
gomery, was spending the week- 
end with his family. He was 
studying transmission repair 
at the school. Mincy was un~ 
married, 

The 55-gallon drum was 
labeled as containing Flexipal 
Solvent Cleaner produced by 
Atlantic Solvents & Chemical 
Company, and was clearly lab- 
eled with a Warning Flammable 
label on at least two places 
(the side and the top), It 
read in part: ‘‘ Warning Flam- 
mable - Keep away from heat, 
Sparks and fire.’’ 

The electric skill saw still 
had the $29.95 price stamped 
on the side,

Bid Awarded For Lunchroom Construction 


Bids were opened Tuesday 
on construction and remodel- 
ing of a new lunchroom at the 
Elba High School. Low bidder 
on the project was Henderson 
Black and Green of Troy, with 
a bid of $219,777. 

The majority of the money 
will come from state funds, 
The last school bond issue pas- 
sed by the Alabama Legisla- 
ture included some school cap- 
ital outlay funds and$215,801.44 
remained in the fundearmarked 
for the Elba system. The bal- 
ance will come from the local 


budget. 

Superintendent Elmer 
Taylor noted that a new kit- 
chen will be constructed out- 
side the present building, and 
the dining room remodeled and 
expanded to include the old 
kitchen area. Air condition- 
ing will be installed and a 
small built-up platform will 
be built in the dining room to 
benefit banquets held at the 
high school, 

Planning by Taylor and the 
school board prepared for this 
new construction and the instal- 


lation of all new kitchen ap- 
pliances, The appliances are 
already on hand and paid for 
from other funds. By pur- 
chasing them over an extended 
period, the system managed to 
acquire new appliances by put-~ 
ting up only 25% of the money 
locally, The balance came 
from outside sources allocated 
in limited amounts each year. 

The new facility is expected 
to be completed in 90 working 
days or sometime this fall, The 
architect is Chambers and 
Killingsworth of Montgomery.

Coffee County Commission Handles 


Routine Business 


The Coffee County Com mise 
sion met in regular session on 
Monday, June 12, at the court- 
house in Enterprise, and hand- 
led routine matters in an un- 
usually quiet meeting. Pre- 
sent at the bi-monthly meet- 
ing were Probate Judge James 
L. Sawyer, Commission Clerk 
Brunease Winston, County En- 
gineer Leslie Mullins and 
Commissioners Gilmer Grant, 
Rex Boutwell, Jack Hornsby, 
Don Smith, Bennie Beckham and 
Max J. Reeves. 

The commission’s first vi- 
sitor was a representative of 
the Phillips Coal Company of 
Tyler, Texas. The represen- 
tative asked the commission’s 
permission to drill test-holes 
along county right-of-way and 
throughout the county in an ef- 
fort to locate coal. The com- 
mission was told the company 
would pay $25 for each hole 
drilled. The commission told 
the representative negotiations 
should be with the individual 
landowners. 

The commission concurred 
unanimously with a request by 
the Elba Water &Electric Board 
on a grant in the amount of 
$492,000 for extension of the 
City’s waterlines. All the com~- 
missioners felt the project 
would aid county residents in 
the areas of extension. 

A representative of Home 
Company 
addressed the commission and 
presented it with a dividend 
check for $854.89. The board 
was informed that county em- 
ployees paid $54,514.11 in pre- 
miums, while claims totalled 
$33,545.74, The commission 
expressed pleasure with the 
company and its policy, but only 
renewed the contract for one 
month so other insurance agents 
could meet with the commission 
in an effort to get the best 
policy at the most reasonable 
_Trate. 

The commission approved 
payment of the final bill from 
Hunnicut and Associates for 
property tax reappraisal work. 
The bill paid was $30,500, com- 
pleting the county’s obligation 
of $305,000. 

Mr, Nix Andrews headed 
a delegation from the Shiloh 
Community seeking road work 
across from McCall’s Store. 
Andrews reported the roads 
were impassable after a rain 
and asked that they be paved. 
Engineer Leslie Mullins told the 
group that funds have been re- 
quested from HUD for com- 
plete grading, draining and pa~ 
ving of the roads. Mullins added 
that certain landowners in the 
area wouldn’t sign easements 


fof work to be done, Mr. An- 
drews stated he would get all 
the easements signed if the 
work would be done. 

Sgt. McKinnon, a member 
of the delegation, told the 
commission that drainage dit- 
ches were needed on the Old 
Elba Road because the roadhas 
eroded until it was almost im- 
passable. McKinnon added that 
if the Old Elba Road was not 
fixed, it wouldn’t do any good 
to pave the roads in the sub- 
division, because, ‘‘You won't 
be able to drive your car to 
the roads.’’ 

Engineer Mullins reported 
he would conduct a survey on 
the area and do the needed re- 
pair. 

Two representatives of City 
Auto Parts met with the com- 
mission in the afternoon session 
and asked why they didn’t get 
to bid on a recently awarded 
contract for the County High- 
way Department. The men 
stated that several ‘‘parts 
stores’ didn’t receive invita- 
tions to bid and stated they 
would have bid if given a 
chance. 

Judge Sawyer apologized 
to the men and reported he had 
made a mistake in the mailing 
of invitations for bids. Saw- 
yer assured the mena similar 
mistake wouldn’t happen again. 

Engineer Leslie Mullins 
presented the commission with 
a check for $6272.73 to be 
used in secondary road repair. 
In other action, Mullins:

“The stark reality of the situa- 
tion,’’ said the ourt, ‘is that our 
energy problems are here to stay. 
In the face of dwindling oil sup- 
plies, promotional practices which 
only serve to fuel the energy crisis 
should be viewed with extreme 
caution.” 

It is customary, when a public 
utility wants to boost its rates, to 
submit evidence that its costs are 
going up. But both courts and util- 
ity commissions are taking an in- 
creasingly dim view of ads urging 
greater use of scarce resources. 

Other kinds of advertising, how- 
ever, are usually acceptable expen- 
ses in a rate application, Thus: 

A telephone company ran “‘insti- 
tutional’’ ads to' improve its public 
image. This expanse, a court decid- 
ed, was all right because customer 
goodwill is an asset to the com- 
pany. Besides, said the court, 
such ads could stimulate invest- 
ment in company stock, making 
possible lower costs for the con-

NATURE’S OWN 


There are literally thousands of 
animals that produce milk—all 
female mammals produce it for 
their young. And they can 
produce milk for several years 
after giving birth, if suckled con- 
tinuously 

But only a few mammals, like 
the dairy cow, have been bred to 
produce milk for extended 
periods of time. With June Dairy 
Month beginning this week, a few 
facts about dairy cows seem fit- 
ting. I am reporting these from a 
National Dairy Council leaflet for 
teachers and health leaders 


COWS were not always the ef- 
ficient milk producers they are 
today. Early tribes needed up to 
10 cows to provide enough milk 
for just one family. After all.‘the 
cow's milk Supply was orginally 
intended for just her calf. With 
selective breeding and improved 
diets, a good cow now can 
provide about 24 quarts of milk a 
day—enough milk to feed 32 
children 


To produce that much milk, a 
high milk-producing cow is fed an 
amazing amount every day: 20 
pounds grain; 12 pounds hay; 49 
pounds silage—chopped green 
corn, sorghum, grass-legume

mixture; plus pasture grasses 
and 25-50 gallons of water. 

In comparison, the average 
American eats about 4 pounds of 
food in a day. So dairy cows eat 
about 20 times the amount of food 
humans do. Cows can eat many 
foods humans cannot because of 
their unique digestive system. 
Their bodies can digest bulky. 
fibrous feed such as hay, silage. 
and forages. 

While the cow uses ap- 
proximately half of the nutrients 
she eats for her own body main- 
tenance, the other half is used to 
produce milk. It takes the cow's 
body about two days to turn feed 
into milk. 


SIX to 12 cows can be milked 
by hand in an hour, Milking 
machines average about five 
minutes for maximal milk 
removal. With modern milking 
machines, pipelines carry milk 
straight from the cow to the 
cooler—without its touching 
human hands. The cow's milk is 
about 100°F (38°C). the cow’s 
body temperature. Milk is 
rapidly cooled in bulk coolers on 
the farm to 45°F (7°C) or lower to 
keep it fresh. In her lifetime, just 
one cow may give over 200,000 
glasses of milk.

Saves Valuable Soil

‘ Office 


Are your fields washing 
away after heavy rains that 
occurred throughout Coffee 
County in May? If so, the 
Agricultural Conservation Pro- 
gram may be just what you 
need to correct this problem. 
Terracing is one of the major 
programs on the ACP program 
this year, with a little over 
200,000 feet already applied 
for at this time, states Wy- 
nelle G. Lasseter, County 
Executive Director of the 
Coffee County ASCS office, 

Cost-sharing available for 
terracing is 70 percent of the 
cost, up to an amount that 
will be determined by the 
Coffee County Committee, In 
order to apply for this pro- 
gram, the farm must be reg- 
istered with the county ASCS 
office and the terraces must 
be constructed according to 
specifications of the Soil Cone 
servation Service, 

The purposes of terracing 
vide needed erosion control on 
cropland and prevent or help 
reduce pollution of land and 
Water. Besides the saving of 
soil, money is also saved be~- 
cause the terraces help keep 
the soil, seed, fertilizer and 


herbicides from washing into 
someone else’s field or a str 
eam, Terraces can be either 
parallel or non-parallel, twoor 
four row. Parallel terraces 
are by far the easier of the 
two to farm, They allow for 
less short rows and also al- 
low the farmer to follow the 
contour of the land which slows 
the effect of the water. 

If you are thinking that a 
terrace system is necessary 
on your farm, drive by the 
farms in Coffee County and 
compare terraced and non- 
terraced fields, 


Martin Moates of the 
County Line Community now 
has parallel terraces on just 
about every field he farms, 

Jimmy F, Martin has rece 
ently had 7584 feet of terraces 
built on his cropland. Roland 
Powell of Elba has recently 
rebuilt 7889 feet of terraces 
on his farm near Damascus, 

Terraces alone, however, 
sare not the whole answer to 
saving your cropland. If you 
are interested in the ACP 
program, visit your local ASCS 
office in New Brockton, or call 
894-5594,

A good farmer would not 
overload his tractor to pull 
an implement too large, nor 
would he use a cultivator in 
the same way he woulda 
chisel plow, because everything 
has limited uses, This is true 
of land too, Land capabilities 
tells a farmer what type of 
land use that each acre is 
Suited for - cropland, pasture- 
land or woodland, Land suited 
for cropland can be used for 
tauer of the other land uses; 
however, all land is not capable 
of producing row crops eco- 
nomically, Land capability 
classes I, II and some III are 
suited for cropland, Classes 
I, IV and some V is suited 
for pastureland, All other 
classes are best suited for 
woodland or other less intensive 
land uses, 

If your land is being used 


beyond its capability you may 
be losing many tons of soil 
and nutrients per acre, It is 
estimated that from normal 
erosion from a 5% slope 
orangeburg soil in Coffee 
County, twenty tons of soil, 
20 pounds of phosphorous and 
equivalent proportions of other 
elements are being lost 
annually per acre, even with 
terraces on the field, This 
land is washing away, and the 
farmer is not only losing top- 
soil but valuable nutrients 
which results in lower yields, 
This land should be rotated into 
pastureland, and other land 
suited for crops be farmed, 
If you do not wish to use your 
land beyond its capability, con- 
tract your local Soil Con- 
servation office in New Brock- 
ton for planning assistance.

While going around the 
county talking to hog producers 
and would-be hog producers, 
I’ve had many questions about 
HAMM, 

I thought it would be a good 
idea to share the questions 
I’ve been asked most often, 
Maybe by doing this, I can 
clear up some more questions, 

1, Can the markets in this 
area handle HALF A MILLION 
MORE? 

The wiregrass area has ex- 
cellent potential in both feeder 
pig production and farrow-to- 
finish, Expanded feeder pig, 
production and sales would sup- 
ply the many farmers in the 
area who would like to finish 
out hogs, The finished hogs 
would be marketed through ex- 
isting packers, buying stations, 


‘and auction markets, 


The largest packer in the 
wiregrass is now killing 750 


,hogs a day, and some of these 


animals have to be shipped 
into the area, The manager 
told me they would welcome the 
opportunity to expand, and 
could easily increase their cap- 
acity to 900 hogs per day, 

2, What could HAMM mean 
to the people in the wiregrass 
area? : 

Finishing all the half 
a million head to slaughter 
weights would bring an addi- 
tional $44 million to this area, 
If half of the animals were 
carried to slaughter weights and 
the other half sold as feeder 


pigs and taken out of the area, 
revenue would amount to an 
additonal $30 million for the 
wiregrass area, This income 
is computed only on the sale 
of the hogs and does not in- 
include the additional benefits 
to the economy of the area 
from this extra capital, 

3, What kind of an in- 
vestment does hog production 
require’? 

Many farm Situations are 
already suitable for swine en- 
terprises-- producing feeder 
pigs, finishing feeder pigs, 
or the complete farrow-to- 
finish operation, The invest- 
ment depends mainly on the 
kind of management system you 
choose, 

The field production system 
is a low-investment/high-labor 
operation adapted to the family 
farm or part-time farmer 
where financing rather than 
labor may be the limiting fac- 


tor, In the partial confinement 
system, a modern invest- 
ment/moderate labor system, 
the sow and pigs are confined 
from farrowing until weaning, 
A total confinement system, 
requiring high investment but 
low labor, gives the producer 
greater control over the en- 
vironment and assures more 
consistent production of high- 
quality hogs. 

Flexibility in hog production 
systems means that existing 
producers can easily expand

TIPS FOR OUTDOOR COOKING 

A good many families will 
be cooking out now and to 
make cooking out more pleas- 
urable here are some sugges- 
tions: 

To keep food from sticking, 
brush grill surface with oil

Trim excess fat from meats, 
This will keep flare up to a 
minimum and reduce flare-ups,

Tenderize tough cuts of meat 
by soaking in an acid-based 
marinade for several hours or 
overnight before grilling, 

Sprinkle charcoal with fresh 
or dried herbs for a hint of 
flavor. 

Turn meat or poultry with 
tongs or spatula, not a fork, 
Piercing meat or poultry causes 
loss of juices, 

Sources high in sugar, 
tomato or other ingredients that 
burn easily should be applied 
during the last 15 to 20 min- 
utes of cooking.

cooking can cause a loss in 
vitamins, 

The beans may be flavored 
with ham hocks or bacon while 
cooking, Many different com- 
binations may be used when 
preparing beans, They may be 
cooked with tomatoes or onions, 
creamed with celery, com- 
bined in numerous casseroles, 
flavored with butter or lemon 
butter, or topped with a tomato 
or cheese sauce.

4, How could the farmer 
benefit from swine production? 

For the last three years 
the Alabama swine producer has 
averaged marketing 7 1/4 pigs 
per litter and made a net pro- 
fit of better than $10 per 
feeder pig and $20 per market 
hog produced, Based on a 20 
sow farrow-to-finish operation 
this could amount to an addi- 
tional $2400 income for the 
farmer, There is every indi- 
cation that a farmer who is 
a capable manager can make 
money with hogs, 


Feeder pigs are now bring- 
ing $40 to $50 each and 
finished hogs $100 a head, 
How long this situation will 
last is anybody’s guess, but 
based on current prices this 
could add over. $7,500 income 
for the farmer. 

5. How will the HAMM 
project be organized? 

The Alabama Cooperative 
Extension Service will provide 
educational leadership to this 
program.

How Much Does 


Swine Production 


Cost? 


The Wiregrass has great 
potential for additional growth 
of swine production, It pro- 
duction costs and returns when 
planning a swine enterprise, 
Having accurate records or es- 
timates of the types of costs 
involyed makes planning and de- 
cision-making somewhat 
easier, 

There are two types of costs 
in producing swine: variable 
and fixed. The fixed costs 
include such items as depre- 
ciation, interest, insurance, and 
taxes on building and equip- 
ment, You’ll have these costs 
regardless of the level of 
production. Variable or cash 
costs include items such as 
feed, veterinary, repairs, util- 
ities and transportation, These 
costs will vary with the level 
of production, 

Other costs include land, 
labor and management, There 
are many different ways of 
looking at these values and most 
likely you would want to fi- 
gure your own estimates for 
these items, 

Not every cost and return 
figure in a budget will be app- 
licable to any one producer, 
These budgets are a guide to 


help you more closely es- 
timate the profit or lose 
potential of your operation. 


Substituting your actual costs, 
if you know them, would show 
a more accurate budget of 
your operation, 

For a 20-sow, partial con- 
finement, feeder pig operation, 
the initial investment per sow 
would be approximately $900. 
Using average prices for 1978 
you could expect net returns to 
land, labor and management to 
be around $5 per head, 

For a 320-head (20-sow 
equivalent), dry-lot finishing 
operation, the initial investment 
per market hog would be about 
$7. Using average prices for 
1978, you could expect net re- 
turns to land, labor and man- 
agement to be around $18 to 
$20 per head. 

Here are some of the in- 
vestment costs and net returns 
to land, labor and managemnt 
that cquid be expected from a 
typical swine operation (20-sow 
typical swine operation(20-sow, 
farrow-to-finish with afarrow- 
nursery and drylot finishing). 
The total investment cost for 
the 20-sow unit would run ap- 
proximately $1,000 per sow, 

Using the average prices ex- 
pected for 1978, this type of 
hog operation should have re- 
turns to land, lavor and man- 
agement from $25 to $30 per 
market hog. With such a high 
return, swine production should 
be an appealing source of ad- 
ditional income to many Coffee 
County farmers,

A termite can enter through 
a crack as small as 1/64 inch, 
which is one reason pest gon- 
trol and prevention often re- 
quires professional help, ac- 
cording to Cliff Kersey of Ker- 
sey’'s Termite Company, a lo- 
cal member ofthe National Pest 
Control Association (NPCA).

HOT PEPPER SAUCE TREAT- 
MENT 

Eat garlic to cure a cold? 
Gargle with hot pepper sauce 
to treat bronchitis? Sound re- 
diculous? 

The answer may be ‘‘yes’’ 
on all counts, But, according 
to Dr. Irwin Ziment, Associate 
Chief of medicine at the San 
Ferendo Valley Medical Pro- 
gram at UCLA. hot, spicy 
foods are proving helpful to 
patient with lung disease. Dr. 
Ziment presented his views at 
a recent seminar sponsored by 
the American Lung Association 
of Louisiana, 

Eating garlic and onions, 
says Dr. Ziment, can help 
prevent as well as cure a cold. 
And, he says, ‘‘if perchance 
such hot, spicy food isn’t 
equally good for your ulcer, 
then all you have to do is 
sprinkle 20 drops of tabasco 
sauce into a glass of water, 
use it aS a gargle, and your 
bronchitis will improve.’’ 

Dr. Ziment said people who 
eat bland, nonespicy food 
seem to have more trouble 
with their bronchitis than those 
who eat spicy food. Exactly, 
why this might be true is not 
clear. But eating horseradish 
and hot foods may trigger 
an overproduction of mucus in 
the stomach and also in the 
respiratory system. The out- 
pouring of fluid, which is thin 
mucus rather than thick, may 
help clear breathing passages. 
Before trying spicy remedies, 
however, lung disease patients 
should consult their own 
physicians about the best treat- 
ment for their own conditions. 

Preventing bronchitis and 
other lung diseases is a lot 
easier than treating them. 
And since cigarette smoking is 
the major cause of chronic 
bronchitis and other long-term 
lung diseases, quitting smoking 
is the best way to avoid lung 
trouble.

“IF HE LOVED ME AND 
THE CHILDREN HE 
WOULDN'T DRINK LIKE HE 
DOES," This is one of the 


most frequent complaints we 
hear in our office from wives 
of alcoholics. It is also one 
of the most frequent approaches 
that wives have told their hus- 
bands this same thing time and 
time again, 

What a wife is doing when 
she uses the emotional appeal, 
“IF YOU LOVED ME”? is try- 
ing another of those ‘home 
treatment’ methods, This one 
is as useless as the others 
we have mentioned in earlier 
articles, Remember the al- 
coholic’s drinking is com- 
pulsive; it cannot be controlled 
through willpower. No matter 
how much your husband loves 
you, if he is alcoholic, he will 
not be able to stop drinking, 

For the same reason it is 
equally USELESS TO TRY TO 
EXTRACT PROMISES from the 
afcoholic. When you have him 
pinned and wriggling tothe wall, 
any alcoholic husband will pro- 
mise never to drink again, to 
drink only on weekends, tocome 
straight home from work, etc. 
He has the best of intentions 
when he makes the promise, 
and he may be able to keep 
it--for a while, 

But inevitably the day will 
come when he again drinks too 
much and breaks the promise, 
He breaks his promise not be- 
cause he takes it lightly and 
doesn’t care, He breaks it 
because he is addicted to 
alcohol; he drinks the way he 
does because he can’t not drink 
that way, 

Still another method of the 
“home treatment” variety is 
the threat, Above all things, 
DO NOT THREATEN YOUR 
ALCOHOLIC HUSBAND UN- 
LESS YOU INTEND TO CARRY 
IT OUT, Most husbands have 
been threatened with everything 
from commitment to the insane 
asylum to divorce, 

There may be times when 
you will have to take certain 
action for your own and your 
children’s protection, but idle 
threats only make your husband 
feel you don’t mean what you 
say. After hearing for the 
900th time that you’re leaving, 
taking the children and going 
home to Mama, it’s no wonder 
that he pays little attention to 
what you say, 

If you do need to carry 
out a threat, be sure that you 
think it through carefully and 
understand as fully as possible 
the implications in it for your- 
self as well as your husband, 
So often what you intended to 
punish or shockhim only serves 
to hurt you, 


Remember that any of these 
three “home treatment” me- 
thods--- (1) the “IF YOU 
LOVED ME’’ APPEAL, (2) the 
“PROMISE ME YOU WON’T 
DO IT AGAIN” APPROACH, and 
(3) the THREAT WHICH YOU 
DO NOT INTEND TO CARRY 
OUT--will at best only serve 
to relieve your own feelings 
temporarily, They will usually 
drive your husband farther away 
from getting the treatment he 
really needs,

AUTOMOBILE PROTECTION 
REMINDERS 

The Independent Insurance 
Agents Association says, in 
1950 one out of every 236 
registered vehicles was stolen, 
By 1960 it was one out of every 
hundred, Today, somewhere 
in the nation, there is a motor 
vehicle stolen every 30 seconds 
around the clock, 

Theft of his automobile is by 
no means’ the owner’s only 
concern, and with every im- 
aginable type of vehicle on the 
market, the problem isnot con- 
fined to cars, Everything 
from bicycles to airplanes are 
Stolen daily, Vehicle theft 
rings operate all over the 
country; in smooth underworld 
operations, your car could be 
Stolen, transported to another 
state, repainted, plates switch- 
ed and sold or dismantled in 
a matter of hours! 

Before entering your auto- 
mobile, even the first time in 
the morning when it is still 
in the garage, make it a habit 
to look into the backseat floor 
area, This basic precaution 
should be observed by men as 
well as women because, re- 
gardless of your size and 
Strength, if a hidden attacker 
has a gun you will definitely 
be in serious danger, It hap- 
pens frequently! 

When driving -- day or night 
keep doors locked, windows up, 
Criminals who prey on motor- 
ist can jump fom the sidewalk, 
open the door and have a gun 
at your head in seconds, If 
you own a convertible, driving 
with the top down in almost 
any area can be an open in- 
vitation to an unwanted 
passenger seeking more than 
just a ride, 

While national statistics in- 
dicate hitchhikers are far more 
apt to be the victims of acrime 
than the perpetrators, unless 
you recognize a_ hitchhiker 
as someone you know, avoid 
Stopping. Even in cases where 
the hiker is standing beside a 
Stalled vehicle or in obvious 
difficulty, if you want to help, 
go on down the road and call 
someone to assist the person, 
Too often stalled cars are part 
of criminal schemes to play 
on your sympathies, so you will 
stop and lend assistance, Be 
particularly suspicious of these 
Situations in areas that have 
little traffic, 


Obviously, leaving keys in 
the ignition when you get out, 
even if only for minutes, is 
foolhardy. The mere sight of 
the keys in an unattended 
vehicle is an irresistible temp- 
tation to many, especially the 
young. Many juveniles have 
given this as the sole reason 
for stealing a car,.“‘just to 
take a ride,” 

This department does not re- 
commend leaving an extra key 
under the hood or magnetically 
attached under the fender, or 
anywhere on or in the vehicle, 
The first thing a professional 
car thief looks for is an extra 
key, left in what is thought 
to be a secret place, 

When shopping, and making 
trips to and from your vehicle 
at intervals, lock it each time, 
Storing valuable purchases in 
the trunk rather than on the 
backseat or otherwise in view 
from outside. Cameras, gift- 
wrapped packages, and other 
items of obvious high value, 
are often the cause of windows 
being smashed. The thief too 
smart to steal a car knows -- 
if he can break in and get the 
contents -- it is extremely 
difficult to identify newly 
purchased items, even if he is 
caught,

place is on a well lighted, well 

traveled street, or inanattend- 

ed lot, Beyond this, high-rise 
indoor or under roof parking 
buildings are becoming gold 

mines for the auto breakin

Spaces on dimly lighted floors, 

especially those with few other 
cars parked, ‘Try to park 

above the street levels, 

Wire clothes hangers make 
ideal tools for poking through 
rubber moldings around car 
windows, to raise lock handles, 
But, there are special lock 
knob extensions that make this 
virtually impossible, available 
at auto supply centers, Also, 
there are extra ignition 
Switches, designed for  in- 
Stallation inside the glove box, 
which must be turned on sim- 
ultaneously with the regular 
switch before the car will start, 

Car burglar alarms of 
various types are available, 
most easy to install yourself, 
One new protective device is 
made part of the ignition system 
and prevents a thief from going 
more than just a few hundred 
feet from where the car was 
originally parked, it shuts off 
the flow of gas to the engine 
and, unless you know how to 
inactivate it, even adding gas 
to the tank doesn’t help, 

Next to your home, your 
automobile’ is probably your 
biggest investment, You’ll be 
money ahead if you take every 
known precaution against 
breakin and theft, The fact 
that your car is insured does 
not mean you’ll be paid off for 
losses in an amount equal to 
your actual investment!

GRASS-BASED ROTATION 


Would you like to have a 
2-1/2-ton per acre peanut yield 
on your farm? MarionSanders, 
of the Roteon Community, did 
just that last year. 

Sanders explained that he 
had planted his peanuts on land 
that had previously beem in a 
bahiagrass sod for about 20 
years. When following a good 
bahiagrass sod, peanuts = can 
produce more roots, have less 
insects and disease problems 
and yield twice as Much as 
peanuts grown in a rotation 
with corn or soybeans. 

There are many advantages 
to using a grassebased rota- 
tion. First of all, this type of 
rotation conserves Soil and 
moisture for future plant gr- 
owth, Secondly, with a contin- 
uous grass cover, pore Spaces 
in the soil are larger, and the 
plowpan or hardpan common 
in most cultivated fields is 
almost absent, This allows 
for better root growth and 
penetration to find water dur- 
ing the hot, dry summer mon- 
ths. Lastly, the soil has a 
larger organic matter content 
than land that has been cone 
tinuously cropped. Weed, in- 
sect and disease problems are 
also lessened because of the 
continuous cover on the ground.

Runoff water 
and erosion is reduced to a 
minimum because the grass 
acts as a filter and traps the 
soil particles and water, 
Crops following the grass are 
healthier and grow much bet- 
ter which means more profit 
for the farmer, In the long

After explaining the purpose

Garbage fees will be in- 
creased by $1.00 for each 
residential and commercial 
customer on the bills to be 
received August Ist. The mo- 
tion to approve this increase 
included a proposal to allow 
homeowners to leave their gar- 
bage in the back yards if they 
so desired, beginning July Ist. 
The City of Elba has been 
charged 40¢ per customer for 
dumping garbage at the county 
landfill since the first of April, 
and this new charge prompted 
the increase. The balance of 
the $1.00 is to bring the gar- 
bage department back to aself- 
supporting operation, according 
to members of the council. 


Looking at a budget com- 
parison presented by City 
Clerk Jack Prescott, the 
council noted the general fund 
was overspent by a total of 
$4,635.61. This was caused 
by extra expense in the fire 
department and garbage de- 
partment. The police departe 
ment was $7,310.53 under the 
projected budget, due to a 
drastic cut in overtime, ac- 
cording to Prescott and Mayor 
Folsom. The Fire Depart- 
ment is $4,466.47 over the 
budget and the street and gar- 
bage department is $5,708.63 
over budget. 

Prescott predicted that the 
overall picture would improve 
during the next few months, ex- 
plaining some of the depart- 
ments have had large expen- 
ditures that will not repeat for 
the balance of the year.
